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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 use §112 

1 . Claims 1-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The use of the term "directly" in the current claims is not found in the specification as 
originally filed. There is no definition for what "directly" covers with respect to patterning the 
layer, and as such, the prior art relied upon by the Examiner in the previous office action is still 
appUcable. A reasonable definition, with appropriate basis in the original specification, needs to 
be inserted in the current specification to provide guidance to one of skill in the art, and 
potentially overcome the prior art rejections as well. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action, 

3. Claims 1-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by either one of 
Resnick et al. or Mancini et al. 

The Examiner relies on the rejection of record made in paragraph 3 of the previous office 
action. The amendments to the clainis, and the cornments attached to the amendments, have 
been carefully considered. However, since the scope of the claims is in doubt as to the definition 
of "directly", the prior art rejection is being maintained. A review of the relied upon prior art 
shows that the patterned layers are directly patterned, even if they are over-coated with a mask. 
When the etching is performed, this is a type of direct patteming within the unclear scope of the 
current clainis. , .
